half of the Nineteenth century. And 
although her p«m« is closely linked 
wlfit the most active body of reform- 
ers, in method she was wildly differ- 
ent and succeeded In wltmlng more, by 
the Sweet and gentle disposition that 
jshe poBsejMied,_th«n by tMJftwe stren- 
uou». ertortf -of Her confederates. 


She viewed all the subjects she ad- 


vocated from the woman's standpoint, 
and consequently she was widely re- 
spected and beloved.

doubt but that this woman possessed 
Bleat moral force, and when the his- 
tory of this period is carefully writ- 
ten, Lucretla Mott will overtop in the 
estimate many > who are today .way 
above her in the public esteem. 


By birth, Lucretta Coffin was a 


Quaker, her parents at the time llv- 
tng-on the Island of Nantucket Sha 
was only 18 years old when she mar- 
ried Jtmes Mott, and shortly after- 
wards they took up their residence'in 
Philadelphia. Her especial talents and 
force as a speaker were soon recog- 
nized, and when Lucretla was 25 years 
of age she became a regular preacher_ 
of the Society of Friends. She was al-' 
ways a strong advocate for the g« ant- 
Ing of suffrage and equal rights to 
women, and as an evidence of her ad- 
vanced opinions she would write in 
albums, when asked for her autograph, 
this sentiment: "In the true marriage 
relation the independence of the hus- 
band and wife Is equal, their depend, 
ence mutual and their obligations 
reciprocal,"

She was also a sincere advocate of

About this time a new pugilistic star 


in the person ofTCnockout Brown, who 
was then fighting in tho, bantamweight 
claw, was fast coining into prominence. 
Brown had covered himself with glory 
and earned his ominous sobriquet by 
piling \lctory upon victory via the 
sleep route. He soon outgrew the ban- 
tamweight stage-and began to fight Jn 
the lightweight class 
Hero his suc- 


cess wax phenomenal. Hu ran through 
the local boys in fine shape and at last 
attained such a reputation that public 
acclaim demanded a. match between 
Tommy" Murphy, then conceded thn 
best liehtweight in the east, and him- 
self. The bout 
was staged 
In New 


York early in November, 1S10, and 
when the 10 rounds of furious milling 
were finished, Brown wa« hailed as the 
n*w "champion of the cast," and 
Murphy went home to Hnrlem igno- 
miniously defeated.

TVhat the outcome of this battle will 


be only the future can disclose. Tie 
dope, however, points to Brown as a 
winne. He is the jounger man, he U 
stronger, he beat Murphy after that 
fighter had all but knocked out Ad, 
and most important of all he has been 
fighting all the time. On the other side 
of the pugilistic fence we have a light- 
weight champion of acknowledged abil- 
ity, fighting o\er a short route In a 
state where no decislpn. even In the 
event of a cold knockout can official- 
ly bo rendered. The probability is that 
the mill will go the limit, but whether 
It terminates with a tap of the gons 
at the close of round 10, or winds up 
with one of the principals stretched 
upon the floor. It is Certain to pnne 
a hummer while it lasts.

_ 


For five hours we lay at Tgtepoosa, 


or Just out of It in a train that had no 
grub- aboard. Ev ery where the land was 
flooded. Some enterprising apple ven- 
dor finally put in an appearance, and 
while his stock held out ho did a land- 
office business with the hungry pas- 
sengers at a nickel apleco for the 
scrawniest apples you ever laid your 
eyes on. .Lady Baldwin and I finally 
decided to start on a forage. 
We lo- 


cated a squatter's house a mile or so 
from the track, where we purchased 
enough sandwiches of bacon" fillers to 
stave off the wolves In our midsectlons 
and retired to a big log on the lonesome 
bridle path to devour our handout in 
peace. Despite our wet'feet, we were 
making a lively meal of It when Man- 
ager W. H. Watkins butted in on the 
scene. 


Watkins had a big grain sack over 


his shoulder, and this.,he laid behind 
the log as he gazed in wonder upon 
such an exchanting scene. He was too 
flabbergasted, even, to dig into the 
vanishing rations. Then ho 
flopped 


down besldo us, with his back to the 
mjsterious bap. and unfolded his gold- 
en deed of hcrplsm which, In our case, 
appeared to have gone for naught A 
half-mile further back, behind a hill, 
our manager had stumbled Into an 
old plantation house. For what spare 
change he carried he had been able to 
procure enough provisions to feed hts 
starving help. In a few minutes Wat- 
kins was ready to resume his trudge 
with us. But w^fen he poeked over the 
log'Tie found that a rn'zortmck hog \\ as 
walloping In hia sacred store.v Onlv the 
plg'e tall was visible. Tho rest of tho 
Intruder was Inside the sack. Watklns 
was so disgusted that he left the hog 
to his repast. Returning to the train, 
he gathered the rest of the nplaj era to- 
gether and took them to 
the 
farm 


house where* everybody packed In a 
good feed. 
But on the way to and 


from the house, everyone got wet to 
the skin, and so many contracted colds 
from the exposure that it was a month 
or more after the season began before 
the club hit Its true' stride. That plg'a 
meal, I figure, cost us the pennant suro 
enough. 


Detroit opened tho season that year 


In Plttsburg. 
Baldwin and 
Bennett 


were the battery. Brouthers, Richard- 
son and White were on the bases, with 
Rowe at short and Manning, Hanlon 
and Thompson In the outfield. Galvln 
and Miller were In the points for Pitts. 
burg, and well Galvln knew he faced 
the heaviest hitters of his career. In 
the third Inning we got under full sail. 
A double started the trouble. Old Dan 
Brouthers followed with a triple and 
Sam Thompson, after fouling off two, 
cleaned up wjth a home run. Then a 
funny thing happened. 


A new ball had.been thrown out to 


Galvln. The pitcher examined It crit- 
ically. Then he threw it aaftilgb into 
the air as ho possibly could. He stood 
and watched it till it 
came 
down, 


walked over, picked It up and again 
examined It minutely. He turned with- 
out a word and started for the club 
house. Of course, he was Intercepted 
before he got very far and asked to 
explain his peculiar conduct This was 
his reply: "I throw the ball in the air 
to see If I could change my luck. If 
the ball had stayed Up I would have 
finished the game. But, seeing it has 
come down, I quit" And quit he did. 


Galvln was not the only pitcher who 


suffered at our hands that year. Swee- 
ney of St. Louis had seven home runs 
made off him In one game. Joe Qulnn 
did most of the chasing that day, and 
always maintained that Detroit tried 
to run his legs off. That was the year 
that, we ran 16 straight victories. Chi- 
cago came to Detroit to break our Win- 
ning streak. Chicago did it too. In 
the ninth Inning, with the score tied, 
two out and Dtmlap on second, Brouth- 
ers hit a high foul. He failed-td run 
It out and a puff of wind caught the 
ball Just before It lit and carried it fair. 
Dunlao had crossed the plate with 
what should have been the winning 
run, but Brouthers was retired, at first 
Five hundred rooters who accompanied 
th*-Cht«ngos raised merry "Ned."

conccnilng the helpfulhrss, .the absolute necessity and the 
constructive value of true dramatic criticism. If we can 
hope for sure advancement, it will come from an honest 
and Inter-dependent purpose of author, actor nnd reviewer.

tririil profession, .and have exerted art evil Influence .so 
great Jn Its degeneracy and decadence jhai It has vitiated 
the preponderance of good.

There is no more popular actress in 


the United States today than Miss 
Maude Adams, and none -more com- 
petent.

APPEARS IN ISRAEL 


LESSON: ! KINGS XVII. 


Golden Taxt: Psalms XXIV, 10. *

want any good thing."

THE STORY. 


We take up tho story of the northern 


kingdom again where ottr lesson left 
It, in the reign of Ahab.' These were 
undoubtedly the darkest days of Is- 
rael's history. Ahab and Jezebel were 
astute and powerful ruler*, »n,d their 
reign was characterised by great poli- 
tical and material prosperity, even 
while Jehovah was .forgotten or Insult- 
ed. This stalo of things, while often 
appearing in human history never 
last* long. Sooner of later the Divine 
Intervention is bound to come. 


It came In Israel by the sudden and 


dramatic appearance of KUJah., The 
description of thp man leaves us quite 
uncertain as to who he realty was. and 
whence he came. Ha in one of tbe 
most conspicuous figures' iff-Old' Te* 
lament history and yet We have no de- 
tails concerning his parentage or birth- 
place. He came into the midst of the 
national life of Israel with tho sud- 
denness of a belt out of tbe blue. In 
our present lesson we have four pic- 
tures of this man In very varied cir- 
cumstances. 


In the first, \uthout warning or In- 


troduction he Is soon confronting Ahab 
and" making the startling, and under 
the existing circumstances, tbe almost 
absurd announcement that no rain 
shall fall In Israel for three years, 
save by his word. The announcement 
made, he seems to have passed out of 
the klng^s sight. _However absurd tho 
'declaration may have sounded In the 
ears of Ahab, he was soon to find out 
that it was strictly and literally true. 
Thus God asserted Himself In the ma- 
terial realm in order to arrest the spir- 
itual attention of the sinning people. 
By the wltholdlng of rain He demon- 
strated the fact which men are always 
prone to forget, that however skillful 
they may be In the manipulation of 
material resources, these resources are, 
themselves the gifts of God, and He 
la. able, ,by the simple withholding of 
rain, to paralyse all human efforts., 
and reduce men to poverty and need. 


Tbe next picture of Elijah is of the 


man in loneliness. Having delivered 
his message to the king, he was di- 
rected to find his way Into solitude. 
.He went In obedience to this comm«nd 
and took up his abode by 
Cherlth. 


There he tarried for a while waiting, 
in quietness and 
proving the 
suf- 


ficiency of God to meet all his needs 
as the ravens supplied him with his 
meat, and the water of the running 
brook afforded bis drink. These were 
days of Inactivity but they were days 
of quiet preparation for the great crisis 
that lay ahead. While he waited he 
had evidences of the working of God 
in the fact -that no rain fell. 


At last 
In consequence 
of 
the 


drought, the brook dried up, fintf then 
he was commanded to find his way to 
Zerephath, and there to live in depend- 
ence upon a widow who wa» herself 
in circumstances of extreme need as 
tbe result of the famine. It IK evident 
that he must have stayed 
by the 


brook for a long period. Here again 
hia faith and her obedience were vin- 
dicated by the multiplication of the 
meal in the barrel through all the days 
of tension. 


The last picture is that of Elijah, On 


the chamber of death. The' son of the 
widow fell sick, and she evidently in- 
terpreted this as a judgment of God 
brought about by the presence of the 
prophet In her home. With culm as- 
surance Elijah asked the life of the 
child, and his prayer was answered.

manner, by filling the space with a run- 
ntng stitch The bar effect Js obtained by 
a row of double hemstitching and the 
vine la French embroidery, 
the center of the flowers 
being e> eltt. After the but- 
tonholing has been cut out, 
go over the edgo with a 
line buttonhole stitch. This 
may aaaii. like unnecessary 
work, but by doing this 
the edges Will never fray.
